Congressman Whittington of Mis­ 
sissippi said the water is beginning to 
recede from the flooded ares of that 
state and that farmers may still be 
able to plant part of the land in late 
crops for food and forage.

Corn can be planted as 
late as July 15, and it w'ill be possible 
also to plant cowpeas, soybeans and 
other hay crops after the flood wa­ 
ters recede. 
In this 
area, 
however, 
agricultural conditions are likely 
to 
be worse than in any other part 
of 
the flooded region. 
The American Red Cross has 
ar­ 
ranged to provide funds for seed and 
feed for work stock for farmers thru- 
out the flooded area who cannot 
fi­ 
nance their own operations. 
Advanc­ 
es for this purpose already total near- 
$400,000. 
Preliminary 
grants 
have been made for seed purchases in 
Mississippi and 
northern Louisiana, 
so that farm ers can take cotton seed 
back w'ith them when they return to 
their homes from the refugee camps. 
They have also 
been provided with 
food 
and 
feed for work stock 
in 
amounts sufficient to carry them for 
several weeks. 
Packages of vegeta­

to slips have been distributed to flood 
sufferers.

I was at Earlsboro, 9 miles and Semi­ 
nole, 16 miles, yesterday and at Bow 
Leg last week. These three towns are 
the newest developed towns and 
es­ 
pecially Seminole has gained a nation­ 
al reputation as being the 
greatest 
oil producisg field in the world. 
No 
pen or picture can describe such great 
activities among the streaming mass 
of humanity from 
different 
states. 
Each place 
a few 
months ago was 


only a small village in the hills and 
the population and business activities 
has grown so fast. No one has taken 
any interest in improving the streets 
and wdth no traffic laws. 
You can’t 
imagine what traffic congestion means 
unless you visit these towns

greenbacks 
and 
yellowbacks, 
whose size has 
remained 
unaltered 
since 1861. The currency will be cut 
to 6 1-8 by 2 6-8 inches. 
Public convenience and a saving of 
a third of the cost 
of making 
and 
handling note»» were cited by Mellon 
in favor of 
the 
change. 
The new 
money will fit into pocketbooks with­ 
out folding. 
Folding and 
creasing, 
hastening deterioration, will be avoid­ 
ed. 
“Each note will require 
one-third 
less 
paper 
and 
ink, 
its 
shipping 
weight wil be reduced hy 
one-third, 
more notes will be produced by 
the 
same 
printing 
operation”, 
Mellon 
said. 
Growth of population 
and 
wealth 
have so increased

demand for 
currency, he pointed out, that sections 
of the 
Bureau

TH IS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 
DEMOCRATIC NATIONAL 
CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE 
On«* hundred and aixtw n year« a*« 
thi« week, on May 29, 1811, M issouri’s 
tw elfth governor, Trusten Polk, 
was 
horn in Sussex County, Delaware. He 
is the only one of 
Missouri’s chief 
executives contributed by this small 
state. 
Among his illustrious kinsmen are: 
Peter Causey, governor of Delaware 
from 
1856-1859; 
James 
K. 
Polk, 
eleventh president of the United S ta t­ 
es; and Leonidus Polk, a bishop 
of 
the 
P rotestant 
Episcopal 
Church 
and a m ajor general in the Confeder­ 
ate arm y. 
Governor Polk was a coll«»ge 
bred 
man 
having 
been 
graduated from 
Yale U niversity in 1831. 
At the age 
of tw enty-four he cam e to St. Louis, 
where he took up the practice of the 
legal profession 
with 
notable suc­ 
cess. 
He is described by one of 
his 
eontem parnies 
as 
a "sound lawyer 
and close and logical reasoner**. 
During 1844-1845, owing to failing 
health, he traveled through the south­ 
ern and northern states, in Cuba and 
in Canada, meanwhile studying 
the 
public school system s in other states. 
On his return to Missouri 
he 
a t­ 
tended the convention for the revision 
of the constitution, to which he 
had 
been elected during his absence. 
As 
chairm an of the committee on educa­ 
tion, he sponsored a proposed article 
providing for special 
taxation 
and 
specific appropriation for the support 
of the free public schools. 
He 
also 
took an active part in the work 
of 
the convention 
on 
the 
subject 
of 
banks and corporations. 
In 1856 he was elected governor of 
Missouri by the Democratic party, de­ 
feating Robert C. Ewing and Thom as 
H. Benton. 
One closely in touch with 
M issourians of the day wrote that it 
was "th at rare blending of Christian 
graces with stalw art strength of mind 
which gave Polk the victory over Ben­ 
ton in 1856” . 
Soon a fte r 
his 
inauguration 
as 
Governor he was elected to the U nit­ 
ed States 
Senate, 
again 
defeating 
Benton as well as Hamilton R. Gam ­ 
ble. 
Polk’s resignation as Governor 
became effective February 27, 1857, 
m aking his occupancy 
of th at office 
shorter than th at of any other gover­ 
nor in Missouri. 
His career as a United States sen­ 
ator sheds no great 
luster 
in 
his 
name, for he occupied an unassum ing 
position yet one of the quiet strength. 
As friction 
increased 
between 
the 
northern and southern elem ents 
in 
the Senate Polk’s convictions on 
be­ 
half of the South grew and he 
ab­ 
sented him self from the session which 
began December 2, 1861. The follow­ 
ing month he was form ally expelled 
from the Senate 
as 
was the 
other 
Missouri senator. 
Upon leaving W ashington, he went 
at once to New Madrid, Mo., where 
he enlisted his efforts in support 
of 
the Confederacy, and held during the 
Civil W'ar the position of Presiding 
M ilitary judge of the D epartm ent of 
M ississippi. 
Following 
the w ar 
he 
again took up the practice of law in 
St. Louis. Here his death occurred on 
April 16, 1876. 
Few statesm en have 
had 
careers 
characterized by* such quiet and 
re ­ 
serve as was Polk’s. 
He belongs 
to 
th at vast arm y of good citizens whose 
influence is felt rath er than seen.

th at the flood w ater has practically 
killed all fruit trees in this section. 
While the loss of the num erous trees 
will be great, Mr. Shellenberger is of 
the opinion that it will bring a bene­ 
fit to the community later. This he 
says will be brought about by the fact 
th at all diseased trees have been kill­ 
ed and will be cut down and destroy­ 
ed, and th at new trees will be set out. 
W ith care being taken of the 
new 
trees, a few years will find a better 
quality of fruit 
being raised 
here. 
This, he says, was quite a task before 
all the diseased trees have been killed 
as they contam inated other trees. 
In his opinion 90 per cent of 
the 
poach trees will die, with about 
10 
per cent of the old trees which were 
in a healthy condition may live. Many 
of the trees which now look apparent­ 
ly safe will die when dry w eather a r­ 
rives. 
Practically all the cherry and 
apple trees th at 
he has 
examined 
were dead or dying. 
Plum trees stood 
the flood better than any other fru it 
trees. 


A good healthy tree m ay be saved 
by the u?e of nitrate of soda to stim ­ 
ulate the sap and strength 
of 
the 
roots. 
This Mr. Shellenberger advis­ 
es should be used at about two punces 
to a tree placed in the ground from 3 
to 6 inches around the trunk of 
the 
tree.

leans tonight, and on Saturday night 
deliver a radio address there, leaving 
the same night for W ashington.

W ashington and then return to

ulation. There was 300 new telephon­ 
es installed in April. 
I never dream ­ 
ed that such 
tremendous 
activities 
could exist, as can be seen every day. 
I was at Earlsboro, 9 miles and Semi­ 
nole, 1G miles, yesterday and at 
Bow 
Leg last week. These three tow’ns are 
the new'est developed towns and 
es­ 
pecially Seminole has gained a nation­ 
al reputation as being the 
greatest 
oil producisg field in the world. 
No 
pen or picture can describe such great 
activities among the streaming mass 
of humanity from 
different 
states. 
Each place 
a few 
months ago was 


only a small village in the hills and 
the population and business activities 
has grown so fast. 
No one has taken 
any interest in improving the streets 
and with no traffic laws. 
You can’t 
imagine what traffic congestion means 
unless you visit these towns 
where 
several thousands of people live 
in 
tents, 2 room houses. 
There are two 
r three small hotels. The most pop­ 
ular places to stop are the cot houses, 
where they charge from $1.00 to $1.60 
a bed or cot to sleep. The most of the 
cot houses are 40x100 feet. The many 
boarding halls furnish a real feed for 
50c.

wagon hauling oil pipe and sheet steel 
for big oil tanks. They also get $8.06 
per day for moving dirt 
from

tanks. 
I would 
suggest that some of the Southeast 
Missouri farmers

with 
their teams, but there are two men for 
every job on most every job.

were a young man from 21 to 35, 
I 
would learn to be an oil well driller 
and get $16 a day on straight time 
their helpers get $4. 
Bow Legs is named after a very old 
Indian chief, who owns the land where 
the small inland village was for many 
years. 
Four months ago it had only 
about 300 people, now it is estimated 
to have over 3000, and located in

hills six miles from the railroad.

are 
coming 
in every day 
New oil derricks are going up as fast 
as material can 
be 
had. 
Lots

buildings are rented for $15 to $25 per 
month, on a three year lease not 
to 
exceed three years. Renters furnishes 
buildings 
for 
businesses 
or 
living 
purposes and leaves building on lot 
after 
three 
years. 
The carpenter’ 
hammer is heard all over town 
and 
the noise of steam engines operating 
the drills is heard day and night, so 
I am getting 
the 
most 
wonderful 
thrills of my life. 
I suppose last Monday was Uncle 
Sam ’s flag day to 
the 
Indians, since 
there was an unusual number of In 
dians in town that day. 
I never have 
seen but one Indian with a feather in 
his hat and he was a very old man 
As a w’hole, they are more intelligent 
than I expected to find them. Anoth 
or surprise to me is, the fact that 1 
have not seen the big rough necks as 
<hown in western moving pictures. To 
the contrary there is as large a 
pe 
cent of refined and 
educated 
people 
here as elsewhere, and more congen 
iality and hospitality than anywhere 
I have ever lived.

the Missouri Geological Survey. 
The origin of the springs has been 
subject of inquiry by philosophers 
of all ages. 
They have been attribut- 
d to water condensing in great cav- 
rns, to the fires of the interior 
of 
the earth, and to the effects of 
the 
tides by these early students. 
Had 
these philosophers visited the Ozarks, 
with it* great number of springs, and 
the almost equally great number of 
caverns left by springs 
that 
have 
found lower levels after eroding away 
the 
limestone to form these 
great 
rooms, they could with but little study 
have seen that these springs had no 
such origin. 
The springs occur 
in 
limestone formations that are 
so 
abundant in the Ozark region. 
Car­ 
bonic acid, 
gathertd by falling rain 
and snow waters from decaying veg­ 
etable m atter on the 
surface, finds 
way through the cracks and bedding 
planes that occur in these limestone 
formations. 
As this 
w'ater 
passes 
through these small 
openings, 
the 
carbonic acid attacks 
the 
limestone 
and carries it away with the flow 
enlarging 
the 
crevices. 
As 
these 
crevices sometimes cut through large 
aquifers of water bearing beds, 
the 
stream increases until it at times re­ 
sults in a fairly large river flowing 
underground and emerging, usually 
at the base of a bluff in the form of 
a spring. 
The springs of the Current 
River 
region, such as Big 
Spring, 
Greer 
Spring and others, are situated on the 
south flank of the Ozark uplift where 
a long structural 
slope 
opens 
the 
way for an important underground 
circulation, fed from a central table 
land. 
Meramec Spring and Boiling 
Spring are on the northwest flank of 
the Ozarks. 
The country as a whole 
is a plateau deeply 
cut 
by 
stream 
erosion, and underground circulation 
is unusually important. 
Practically 
all of the springs are affected largely 
by variation in rainfall. 
The springs in and around 
Cam 
ilen County, according to the 
United 
States 
Geologcial 
Survey, 
center 
around a small pegmatite hill, which 
has been thust up through the sedi 
mentary rocks, the dome thus raised 
being some three or four miles in di 
ameter. 
This dome is surrounded by 
siliceous magnesian limestone. 
The 
greatly tilted and 
in 
many 
places 
nearly vertical ledges indicate great 
disturbance. 
Surounding the pegma 
tite outcrop, except at the southwest 
is an irregularly broken circle of low' 
hills that stand about 60 feet above 
the general level of the basin, mak 
ing the whole resemble somewhat the 
contour of an old crater. This area of 
upturned strata 
forms

catchment basin, which 
contribute 
to the supply of the great fountains

Around this pegmatite

range,

The largest spring in the Ozarks 
is Big Spring, about four miles south­ 
east bf Van Buren, Mo.

Silver Spring in Florida.

day. 
This flow would fill the 
new 
Stacy Park reservoir

MUSSOLINI PICTURES 
ITALY IN THE FUTURE 


Romo, May 26.— Italy will be able 
finally to make her voice heard and to 
see her 
rights 
recognized 
at some 
time between 1935 and 1940, when 
she will have a strong navy, a huge 
air force and will be able to mobilize 
a well equipped army 
of 
5,000,(88) 
men, was the pronouncement made by 
Premier Mussolini in the Chamber of 
Deputies. 
He was speaking on 
the 
budget of internal affairs. 
In his two and a half hours contact 
with facts and figures, Mussolini sta t­ 
ed for the first time in the history of 
the regime the definite goal at which 
he had been aiming in the revolution­ 
ary transformation that has been go­ 
ing on for five years. 
Under the eyes of his brother, Ar- 
naldo, and his daughter, Edda, seat­ 
ed in the diplomatic balcony, the pre­ 
mier soared to heights of oratory 
he 
has seldom reached since the 
early 
belligerent 
days 
of 
the 
fascist 
regime’s existence. 
From the moment the Luce entr- 
ed the speaker’s box and waved down 
the sea of applauding hands and still­ 
ed the enthusiastic cries, until he re­ 
turned to the prime ministerial chair 
amid a hurricane 
of 
plaudits, 
his 
daughter kept her 
gaze 
riveted 
on 
her father. 
Mussolini’s voice rose alternatively 
from a whisper to a pitch of triumph. 
He waved his hands, crossed them on 
his chest, swung them in eloquent Ita ­ 
lian gesticulation, pressed them tig h t­ 
ly on the railing in front of him, put 
them on his hips. 
His face as mobile 
as a movie actor. He ran the gam ut 
of emotions, 
sneering, 
threatening,

ti n of a directing class, despite

discipline of the people, I must 
a s­ 
sume the task of governing the Ital­ 
ian people for 10 or 15 years more, if 
necessary, not because I am 
lustful 
for power, but because it is my pre­ 
cise duty”.

“ My successor is 
not 
born yet”.

Mussolini—per­ 
fecting the military forces, reform of 
the constitutional machinery and con­ 
tinuance of Lhe struggle for econom­ 
ic financial rehabilitation.
